The Australian youth team 
has been rewarded for its ster- 
fing performance in reaching the 
World Youth Cup finals by being 
selected to play in the opening 
match against host nation 
Mexico in June. 

The gamete be played in the gigantic 
Azteca ium in Mexico City, is expected to 
attract a crowd of 100,000 and in the words of 
ASF president Sir Arthur George is both an 


‘honor and an awesome responsibility. 


The draw, for 16 teams from ali continents, 
pits Australia against European champion 
Scotland, South Korea and Mexico. 

ASF officials expressed great satisfaction 
at the way the draw had worked out. 

“‘We must have a good chance of reaching 
the second round as one of the top two in our 


’ group,”’ said secretary Brian E y. 


“Scotland is rated the best team in Europe, 
but we beat Mexico 3-0 in November and South 
Korea are not highly rated at this age group.” 

Coach Les heinflug also was very 
pleased, but conceded that Scotland would be 
very hard to beat. 

“Scotland is the best team in Europe, much 
better than the Soviet Union, Poland er 
Czecheslovakia. I saw them win in Helsinki 
last year and I was very impressed,” he said. 

“Nerves on the opening day and the altitude 
are going to play a big part in our perform- 
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opening game will be played on 

June 2 and the Scotland match will be played 

on June 5 at Toluca, which, at 8600 feet, is 
even higher than Mexico City. 

Australia meets South Korea in Toluca on 

June 8, and then, if it qualifies, will play the 

second round in either Mexico City or Monter- 


rey. 

The ASF is hoping to arrange friendly 
matches in Colorado on the way to Mexico to 
accustom the boys to higher altitudes, and 
probably will leave in the middie of April, 
after a farewell function to honor the youths, 
hosted by the Mexican Consul-General, Senor 
Carlos Villamil.

He has been 
playing since the start of 
the year with-a painful 
ankle injury. 

Jim Tansey still has not 
signed a new contract 
(that’s why, apparently, he 
didn’t play in -the Ampol 
Cup final) and there’s still 
talk that John Yzendoorn 
may leave the club. 

President Sam Gov- 
lopoulos, who has been 
working hard to overcome 
the club’s problems, and 
who has been calling for 
unity, is the victim of a 
push to oust him. 

And coach Ken Morton 
has his hands full in trying 
to pick a side under so 
many handicaps. 

It wouldn’t surprise to 
see defender Joe Angele 
stepping up into the senior 
team, or Theo Selemidis 
moving from midfield to 
attack to partner Derek 
Lea who made his debut in 
the Ampol Cup final. 

Juan Toro Castillo also 
may return, while Ken 
Taylor continues to nego- 
tiate for a transfer to Adel- 
aide City. 

JUST has been waiting 
for a long time for Carroll 
to gain his re-entry permit 
so he can come back from 
England. He played last 
season with State League 
club Wilhelmina and ts an 
excellent striker. 

However, captain Zoran 
Tlioski still has not signed a 
new contract with JUST.

New Kiwi coach Allan Jones 
gambled and won a handsome 
dividend when New Zealand 
came from behind fo stun vis- 
itor Australia and win 2-1 at 
Mount Smart Stadium. 

Jones dropped Frank van 
Hattum, the goalkeeper who 
performed with distinction for 
the Kiwis in the 1982 World 
Cup finals and promoted Barry 
Pickering into the number one 
custodian’s role. 

Pickering didn’t let his 
coach down. On the contrary, 
he turned in an inspiring per- 
formance smattered with a 
few breathtaking saves to deny 
the attack minded Australians. 

New Zealand played in its 
now customary 4-4-2 forma- 
tion, knowing full well that the 
Socceroos would be the ag- 
gressors and hoping to hit 
them hard on the break. 

The Kiwis though didn’t 
forget about the defensive 
aspects of the game. They 
knew that Socceroo fullbacks, 
Alan Davidson and Alan 
Niven, would surge forward 
relentlessly so they made sure 
to follow this pair whenever 
one or both of them took off 
into attack. 

Keith MacKay constantly 
harrassed Niven, the Brisbane 
Lions defender, whenever the 
youngster tried to overlap. 

Coach Jones had brought 
three ‘‘new’’ faces into his 
squad, 

Glen Adam was a late re- 
placement for captain Steve 
Sumner whose wife is ex- 
pecting a baby. Adam, 23, has 
made 20 international appear- 
ances for New Zealand. He 
stayed on the bench for this 
clash. 

Veteran striker Keith 
Nelson and ageing defender 
Ron Armstrong also were 
called up by Jones. Both per- 
formed creditably. Jones’ pre- 
decessor, John Adshead, had

dropped Nelson, considering 


him too old for international 
soccer. 

Armstrong, 31, generally is 
regarded as New Zealand’s 
most talented defender but 
business commitments. forced 
him to miss the entire 1982 
World Cup campaign. He has 
netted every available domes- 
tic honor in a long career, in- 
cluding two Footballer of the 
Year awards. 

New Zealand won this game 
because it was the fiercer 
competitor and had a great 
stroke of luck when St George 
sweeper David Ratcliffe 
headed into his own net after 
the Socceroo defence looked 
bamboozled by Duncan Cole’s 
Jong throw in. 

A word about Cole. He was 
superb. His task was to link up 
from midfield with New Zea- 
land’s two strikers. Along with 
Pickering he was the pick of 
the Kiwis. 

John Kosmina opened the 
scoring in the 36th minute 
when he turned sharply and 
struck a low shot through the 
legs of New Zealand defenders 
and into the far corner from 
about 12 metres.

Then came 
Ratcliffe’s blunder, 

New Zealand defence 
Kept it simple and effective, 
booting the ball up the field 
whenever it was under even 
the slightest threat. 

Coach Jones said that he 
thought Australia was a more 
technically proficient outfit 
than the ramshackle World 
Cup squad under Rudi Gut- 
endorf. 

“They (Australia) came 
here to give us 2 hammering — 
they had their pride to play for 
— but from our point of view 
we were the ones who had 
everything to gain,” he said. 

Phil O’Connor was a major 
disappointment. Kiwi defend- 
er Adrian Elrick convincingly 
trounced the Wollongong wing- 
er. And goalkeeper Martyn 
Crook didn’t have one of his 
better games for his country.

A great figure in Australian soccer, 79-- 
year-old Andy Burton, passed away last week 
and we would be remiss in our duty if we 
failed to honor the grand old man of our sport. 


Andy was for decades an 
ever present landmark at 
soccer grounds and meetings. 

His shock of white hair, 
burly frame and booming 
voice ensured that he was a 
noted — and notable — partici- 
pant in the often Machiavel- 
han goings on which are char- 
acteristic of soccer in our 
land. 

A quintessential Australian, 
Andy has probably done more 
than anyone else to make 
soccer an accepted part of the 
sporting scene. 

By supporting the dramatic 
1958 breakaway from the mori- 


bund NSW Soccer Association, . 


he had a major hand to play 
in the dawning of this sport’s 
ali too brief ‘golden age’ in the 
early sixties. 

When xenophobia reigned 
supreme and soccer adminis- 
trators saw their main task in 
excluding immigrants from a 
say in the e’s running, 
Andy Burton had the vision 
and common sense to recog- 


_nise that ‘“‘New Australians” 
* were the natural constituency 


for the round ball game. 

He — and naturally his club, 
that most famous of district 
cluvs, Canterbury-Marrick- 
ville — did not mind the “‘stig- 
ma’ of associating themselves 
ue Hakoah, Prague, APIA 

As a result not only the so- 
Calied ethnic clubs, but also 
these major district clubs 
Which threw their lot in with 
the Federation, prospered 

all expectations 
Was thus a fitting honor 
when Andy was elected the 
first president of the NSW 
Federation of Soccer -Clubs. 
In the past decade or so he 


was concerned, but far from a 
disinterested one. 

He was at all the big es 
and at the Sydney Sports 
Ground was the undisputed 
man in charge at the legen- 
dary ‘‘Watering Hole’’ beneath 
the main stand. 

There, over a well-stocked 
fridge, he was the catalyst for 
many a heated and passionate 
pre and post match discussion 
on the past and, yes, the future 
of the game to which he de- 
voted more than 60 years of his 
life. 

Andy Burton is-gone, he will 
be missed and I hope not for- 
gotten.

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I want to follow up Peter’s comments and 
look at what makes a good administrator. 

It is generally accepted within soccer that 
the poor quality of administation at club and 
federation level is holding back the game 
more than any other factor. Certainly, I as- 
cribe to that view. 

So what makes a good administrator? 

First, he should possess a stable tempera- 
ment, never ready to fly off the handle over 
any one of the numerous problems which are 
cropping up all the time in the running of a 
professional club. 

It also helps if he has intelligence, is met- 
hodical, even better if he has some manage- 
ment training in how to handle people as well 
as how to introduce and implement forward 
planning. 

But far and away the most important attrib- 
ute of an administrator is that he must be ex- 
perienced. 

And that is the big problem with our admin- 
istration, especially at club level. 

The constant changing of committees, along 
with key personnel — presidents, secretaries, 
and treasurers — means that too few of them 
are in the job long enough to do well. 

Presidents and their committees are voted 
in and out of power on an annual basis along 
with their plans, ideas and philosophies. 

This is happening among our most powerful 
national league clubs as well as the minnows 
in the lower leagues, where it is a little more 
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It is the reason that Sydney Olympic never 
has won a major trophy in 2 years of exist- 


ence.

I experienced just how volatile the adminis- 
tration of some of our clubs can be during two 
years with Wollongong United in which we had 
four different presidents and four different 
secretaries. 

It is the main reason why this potentially fine 
club with excellent support has not, to date, 
been able to win promotion to NSW State Lea- 
gue, getting within one point on two occasions. 

If you look at the situation at JUST, in Mel- 
bourne, you find that it is changing its admin- 
istration almost as often as its coaches. 

This is no way: to build a foundation for suc- 
cess. 

Nick Papas, president of APIA, has hung in 
there for several years and is the reason why 
the club has a modicum of stability despite far 
too many coaching changes. 

One very crucial area of our administration 
which is totally unstable, is that of promotion, 
public relations and publicity. This is so des- 
pite the fact that many of the people in these 
roles in our top clubs are paid personnel! 

At Marconi we have had, in the space of 
three years, Michael Urukale, George Keith 
and now Sue Whitechurch. 

We have seen the recent appointment and 
resignation of Steven Blatchford at Sydney 
Olympic. 

His job was at one time offered to Attie 
Abonyi who was to take on the role of assistant 
coach and secretary/promotions officer. 

You could not get two jobs more different 
and requiring such different specialisation. 

The job offer to Abonyi typifies the unpro- 
fessional way this crucial role has been looked 
at by so many clubs. 

Even Sydney City, with its hard-headed ap- 
proach to msot things, managed to employ 
successively John Warren, then David Childs, 
Michael Urukale and now Paul Bayutti in a 
period of five years to head their publicity and 
promotions drive along with the important 
work of finding sponsorship. 


Dave McQuire has quit his promotion and 
secretarial job at Newcastle with the season 
due to start. 

When you consider that many of the afore- 
mentioned people were employed in a full 
time capacity it is a wasteful turnover of per- 
sonnel. 

There is no substitute for experience, in all 
facets of life. In soccer it applies to players, 
coaches and administrators alike. 

Running a soccer club is as difficult an en- 
terprise as you could wish to take on and key 
positions must be in the hands of competent, 
pxper anced people who know what it is all 
about.

Last week, the former 
Mount Gravatt midfielder, 
signed for national league club 
Brisbane Lions, reportedly in 
a very handsome deal, yet only 
eight months ago the young- 
ster walked out of the club 
after a heated argument with 
the then coach Joe Gilroy. 

Stewart had been trialling 
with Lions for several weeks, 
but had not played in the first 
team. It is understood Lions 
still were keen to get his sign- 
ature on a contract before he 
went to the national under-19 
championships but a com- 
bination of Stewart's refusal 
and his sureness of his ability 
to play in the top grade led to 
the argument. 
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for a season, John Gardiner 
got older and made way for 
younger players, Yakka Ba- 
novic went overseas and Peter 
Laumets just simply lost 
form. 
Steve Blair, Alan Davidson 
Gary Cole were rarely 
available because of inter- 
national duty and so it was 
ae to put together a new 


squad. 

I have tried out a number of 
players and I have certainly 
watched a lot of players and I 
now feel I am getting much 
closer to assembling a squad 
of players that will make Vic- 
toria proud. 

The signs were evident on 
the field in Brisbane and, very 
importantly, these signs also 
were evident off the field. 

The team played with a lot 
more cohesion and com- 
plemented off the ball and sup- 
running off the ball and sup- 
port for the player on the ball. 

The attitude of the players 
to each other was superb and 
this contributed greatly to the 
teamwork. 

This same attitude con- 
tinued off the park and the net 
result was a harmonious squad 
which laughed together but got 
serious when it was time to be 
serious.

Newcastle could be one of 
the dark horses of the NSL due 
to the fine play of David Lowe, 
Bob Mountford, Howard Tre- 
dinnick, and the experience of 
Peter Burke and Gary Watson, 
the two new centre backs from 
England. 

Without Burke and Watson, 
who replace Roy Drinkwater 
and John Sneddon, Newcastle 
is a very settled side, and it 
could cause an upset against 
APIA at the International 
Sports Centre on Saturday. 
Arno Bertogna will strengthen 
APIA’s defence but up front, 
APIA may be lacking. The

And now comes Eng- 
land. That would have 
been a much more exciting 
prospect had the Socceroos 
beaten New Zealand at 
Olympic Park last Sunday 
but now it’s the cause of 
some concern. 

There were calls for whole- 
sale changes after this defeat, 
but coach Les Scheinflug is 
above hysteria. 

He and all of us saw what 
can happen if team changes 
are made willy-nilly. It was 
this type of instability that led 
eventually to Australia’s 
downfall in the 1981 World Cup 
qualifying series. 

But I am sure Scheinflug re- 
alises that he needs at least 
two — perhaps three players 
with more experience. In fact 
he said at the post-match 
Press conference that he’s 
eager to hear from coaches 
who can recommend the right 
type of player. 

What is needed is a few com- 
manding personalities willing 
to ‘‘play the piano’’ as Peter 
Katholos puts it. 


I’m sure we'll see APIA’s 
Arno Bertogna coming into the 
team against England in June. 

There is a need for a com- 
manding centre back to part- 
ner Steve Blair. David Rat- 
cliffe lacked a bit of speed and 
authority in that position 
against New Zealand. Tony 
Henderson could return to the 
sweeper's position, rather 
than Bertogna, in which case, 
Bertogna could go to right 
back where he played for some 
time with Newcastle KB 
United. It would mean that 
Alan Davidson would switch 
from right back to left back at 
the expense of Alan Niven who 
was on the left on Sunday. 

A commanding midfielder 
also is required — but who? 
The question doesn’t apply 
oniy in the midfield context, 
but across the board. Let’s be 
honest and say that any differ- 
ence in standard between the 
players on the field last 
Sunday and other good players 
across the country is only mar- 
ginal if anything. 

So back to the midfield, The 
names that spring to mind are 
Jim Patikas, Peter Stone, 
Theo Selemidis (he had a great 
Ampol Cup series if you forget 
the final), perhaps Oscar 
Crino of whom I expect big 
things this year. 

But really, you can’t say 
that any of them would make a 
remarkable difference. 

Marshall Soper comes into 
contention up front. The tall 
Sydney Olympic striker who

replaced John Kosmina during 
Sunday's match is fast, fear- 
less and skilful and probably 
will be in one of the starting 
line-ups against England. 
David Lowe of Newcastle 
probably isn’t far from selec- 
tion either. And Paul Kay, 
back from Charlton Athletic 
could be a dark horse, for the 
squad at least. 


Looking at the nucleus of the 
side — Alan Davidson remains 
a vital cog. 

If all players bad his pass- 
ion, his leadership qualities, 
his fanaticism and his energy 
on the field, we could win the 
World Cup. Steve Blair will 
stay, as will Peter Katholos, 
David Mitchell, Phil O’Con- 
nor, John Kosmina even 
though he was replaced last 
Sunday, and big George Christ- 
opoulos who is a most import- 
ant player. 

Christopoulos played as 
stopper against New Zealand, 
marking Keith Nelson while 
Blair picked up Steve Wood- 
din. As well as doing that de- 
fensive task, Christopoulos 
pushed up into midfield and 
did a lot of covering work for 
his team mtes. He is the sort 
of commanding, strong player 
on whom our long-term hopes 
rest, but I can’t help wonde- 
ring whether the team 
wouldn’t perhaps had more at- 
tacking thrust had Christ- 
opoulos not been given that 
marking duty. 

Another nagging doubt in 
my mind is whether perhaps 
the players train a little bit too 
long for these matches. I could 
be wrong, of course. 

Let’s turn to New Zealand. 
It has beaten Australia four 
times out of five since 1979, the 
other result being a 3-3 draw. 

It didn’t play better soccer 
than Australia last Sunday, but 
it was well organised, resolute 
and took advantage of Austra- 
lia’s defensive lapses. 

In addition, the New Zea- 
land players generally are 
older and physically stronger 
than the present crop of Aus- 
tralians. They also have great- 
er maturity. 

These are all valuable as- 
sets. They are the assets Aust- 
ralia had in the 1973-74 World 
Cup campaign. 

They defend well in num- 
bers, they pick up and close 
down quickly, they are ever 
alert for a quick break. 

The midfield is far from fla- 
shy. In fact, it’s unobtrusive, 
yet it does its job well within 
the team framework. 


Duncan Cole is the most 
powerful and incisive of those 
midfielders, but the real 


strength lies in defence — 








Peter Katholos 
Ricky Herbert, Glen Adam 
(who substituted for injured 
Alan Boath, also a very hard 
man), Ron Armstrong and the 
veteran of the team, Adrian 
Elrick. 

Goalkeeper Barry Pickering 
is another trump. We all had 
expected Frank van Hattum — 
the World Cup ‘Keeper — to 
get the nod, but Pickering was 
so precise and confident that 
he deserves the accolade of 
having been Man of the Match 
in the first game in Auckland. 

Australia has greater ball 
skill and flair and it plays a 
possession game which con- 
trasts with New Zealand’s 
style but on Sunday at least, 
Australia’s play often did not 
move forward fast enough, 
with the result that the for- 
wards lost space in which to 
operate. 

Still, the result may have 
been different had Katholos 
been a little luckier with a 
series of sizzling shot from the 
edge of the penalty area. All 
power to Pickering. He did his 
job well. 

With Pickering so powerful, 
and Adam and Herbert impen- 
etrable in the middle of the 
defence, Australla’s best 
avenue of attack with winger 
O'Connor who continually beat 
men on the left. 

Pickering’s first good save 
was in the 7th. minute when he 
flipped the ball over the top 
with his fingertips as O'Connor

through ball from Kosmina. 
_ And at the other end, Blair 
stopped Wooddin in a dan- 
gerous position with a desper- 
ate slide tackle. 

Shortly afterwards Pick- 











ering, under pressure from 
Kosmina, was unable to gather 
in a back-header from O'Con- 
nor. The ball bounced and hit 
the post before Boath belted it 
away for a corner. 


Boath was hurt in a clash 
with Davidson and had to be 
replaced by Glen Adam in the 
15th. minute. Before that how- 
ever, David Mitchell, away on 


goal mouth anyone 
being there to put it away. 

Katholos, marked by Kenny 
Cresswell, forced Pickering’s 
first save in the 34th minute 
after Mitchell had headed it 
down for the shot. 

Then Christopoulos played a 
long through pass to O’Connor 
who wriggied into a shotting 
position: Pickering couldn’t 
hold the ball on the ground, O’- 
Connor got another chance but 
Armstrong took it off O’Con- 
nor’s foot. 

And so Australia was having 
the bulk of the play and 
certainly it was creating 
enough chances to win, but its 
play slowed down towards the 
end of the half and there was 
slow hand-clapping from the 
crowd before Niven and Kath- 
olos forced Pickering to save 
two more good shots. 

Mitchell fell three times in 
two attacks inside the penaity 
area just after half time, but 
penalty appeals were rejected 
by referee Jack Johnston and 
Pickering saved yet another 
good shot from Katholos- 

One noticable mistake by 
the Australian forwards was 
their failure to follow in on 
shots at goal. Had someone 
been running in, he may have 
scored in the 50th minute as 
Pickering could only repel a 
low shot from O’Connor. As it 
was, Herbert moved in to 
clear the loose ball. 

Australia dominated play 
for 20 minutes after half time 
and O'Connor actually slam- 
med the ball into the net from 
a through ball by Niven, but 
the move was ruled offside. 

In the 64th minute the ball 
again ran loose as Pickering 
blocked a shot by Katholos but 
again no-one was following in 
to put it away. 

New Zealand was being 
beaten thoroughly in midfield 
now, but that mattered little 
as Cole shot New Zealand into 
the lead in the 66th minute 
after Elrick, McKay and 
Nelson had worked the ball to 
the edge of the penalty area. 


The second goal was an in- 
‘dictment of the Australian 
defence. Niven was playing 
the ball as the defence moved 
out square, and he lest it. The 
ball bobbled behind the 
defence, and Adam started 
chasing it. Goalkeeper Martyn 
Crook rushed forward quickly 
and did manage te at 
Adam’s feet to smother. He 
could not however, gather the 
ball in, and so Adam was left 
with the simple task of putting 
it into the empty net. 

In the last chapter, Marshall 
Soper came on for John Kos- 
mina, Blair missed narrowly 
with a header and Davidson’s 
backside saved Australia from 
another New Zealand goal. 

It happened like this: 
McClure broke away throygh 
the midfield. and spotted Wood- 
din clear to his left, with an 
unimpeded path to goal. 
McClure aimed a through ball 
towards Wooddin. Had it 
reached its mark, Wooddin 
certainly would have scored, 
but the pass bounced off Da- 
vidson’s bum. 

The Socceroos continued 
fighting, giving everything in 
their hearts despite the hope- 
lessness of their position. New 
Zealand stood firm. 

The Kiwis had earned their

More power to Ajax, its 
players, coach Len McKendry, 
Its administrators and its play- 
ing style. What's all this rub- 
bish I've been hearing since 


McKendry as a man or as 2 
coach and don’t agree with his 
game. Any- 


they were pushing each other 
out of the way as they tried to 
grab the last few seats left on 
Ajax’s bandwagon. 

My, how the fickle fluctuate. 

Let’s look at Heidelberg 
United, well, what's left of it. 

Eight Heidelberg players at- 
tended the after-match medal 
ceremony. The others slunk 
quickly into the dressing 
room at the end of the game, 
their tails and egos trailing 
behind them. What they may 
not have realised is that there 
were thousands of eyes pee- 
ring at them as they insulted 
their opponents by. their absen- 
ce. 
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Their act was despicable, 
deserving of the most scathing 
rebuke from the Heidelberg 
committee and fans. Their act 
typified their attitude toward 
playing for Heidelberg and 
new coach Ken Morton. 

Jamie Paton’s thoroughly 
undisciplined performance de- 
serves special mention. 

Jamie’s a friend of mine. 
Nevertheless, I want my com- 
ments about his action and at- 
titude to go.on public record. 
As a journalist I’m duty bound 
to my individual ethic. When a 
player comes on as a substi- 
tute in the 67th minute and is 
sent off eight minutes later, 
his pretentions to a label as a 
‘“‘professional player’’ are in 
question. 

T don’t think Paton is happy 
at Heidelberg. I don’t think he 
enjoys his game anymore. And 
that’s sad. 

Especially so for a player 
who only two seasons ago, was 
playing for Australia. 

That adage “‘a little know- 
ledge is a dangerous thing” 
Can be applied to a few players 
at Heidelberg. 

One of the most insidious 
aspects of our coaching course 
structure is that far too many 
players are gaining their 
senior badges. 

We must not lock ourselves 
into the thought that the senior 
badge carries with it as yet un- 
publicised secrets to the defi- 
nition of every act performed 
in soccer or to the way every 
such act must be performed. 

Too many of our top players 
are “‘coaches’’, well qualified 
ones at that. Their knowledge 
directly threatens the eed 
bility of their own coach. Some 
say that’s a good thing. All 
true coaches, whatever that 
may mean, should have this 
knowledge, whatever this 
knowledge is, I’m certainly 





not privy to such seccer ‘‘se- 
crets’” and, thank God, I don’t 
coach Heidelberg. 

I met another pal of mine 
earlier in the Ampol Cup se- 
ries. I think it was the Hellas v 
Morwell Falcons clash. This 
friend was critical of the way 
the teams gave the ball away. 
I thought that the game was 
thoroughly entertaining be- 
cause of the amount of 
chances created. From a 
“true coaching” point of view 
I was being incredibly naive. 
However, I enjoyed the game 
while he was left to ponder the 
inadequacies of the com- 
batants’ ability to hold posses- 
sion. Poor fool, him.

It’s deadly 
dull,"” they bellow, ever 
louder when in the clutches of 
an alcoholic haze. 

If these critics are correct 
then David Smallman will be 
transfer-listed immediately. 

How dare Smallman have 
the audacity to play a 50 metre 
high ball to Paul Lewis in the 
26th minute for Ajax’s first 
goal! 

As if that’s not sacrilegious 
enough, this former Wels 
international upstart had the 
cheek to curl-the ball over the 
head of Jeff Olver in the 71st 
minute and into the top far 
corner of goal! 

He'll have to go!

Jim McRobert 


Sunshine-George Cross 
coach Tony Vella boasts a 
distinguished playing 
career highlighted by repr- 
senting Australia three 
times In 1957, 68 and piay- 
ing for Victoria from 1956 
to 1963. Vella captained 
Victoria from 1956 to 
1960. 

He came to Australia in 1955 
and spent his first three 
seasons with Footscray JUST 
before transferring to George 


Cross where he played in 1959, 
60, 61. 


Vella coached Polonia for 
half of the 1962 season. He took 
over as aplayer-coach of Lions 
in 1963. Then JUST approached 
Vella and asked him if he 
wanted to become non-playing 
coach of the Yugoslavian spon- 
sored club. Vella agreed but 
after a short stint there retur- 
ned to George Cross for two 
years. Then it was back to 
JUST for another stint. 

Vella coached St Albans in

the late 1960s, just failing on 
goal average to beat Preston 
Makedonia in the race for 
promotion to State League. 

The 1970s were spent devel- 
oping the junior talent at 
Green Gully Ajax. Vella 
coached JUST’s Metro Divi- 
sion Two outfit in 1981 before 
taking over the reins at 
George Cross last year. 

eo As we went to press the 
Sunshine-George Cross 
captain had not been selected. 
Little winger Jim McRobert 


has been captaining the com- 
bine throughout the Buffalo 
“Cup and will be one of three 

candidates for the job this sea- 
son. The others are Carl Gilder 
and Steve Richardson. 


McRobert is in his 12th 
season at Chaplin Reserve and 
has been. one of the mainstays 
of State League. He played for 
Victoria in ifs 5-t loss to Glas- 
gow Rangers at Olympic Park 
in 1975. McRobert came on as 
a 58th minute replacement 
for Billy Vojtek. 


He also has a third placed 
finish in the Rothmans Medal 
to his credit.

L’ Australia una volta era la
